Steamboat Disasters, and Hew te Pre- 
: vent Them. 

If there is any circumstance that can add 
to the ghastliness of our modern steamboat 
disasters, it is the fact that they are permit- 
ted if not provided for by law. After some 
years of fussing, Congress has at length per- 
fected an act, which, however well it may 
codperate with care and vigilance on the 
part of steamboat managers, nevertheless 
permits careless and reckless officers to blow 
up boilers, sink and burn steamboats, and 
make river traveling little less terrible than 
tt was in the early days of Mississippi racing. 
Steam pressure mgy be limited, the rule of 
the road may be defined and fire pumps may 
be provided ; but so long as boilers explode 
every day, 80 long as ships collide and then 
sink right to the bottom for want of bulk- 
heads, so long as steamboats invariably 
up when well set on fire, the law is 
cally as inadequate as no law, to reasona- 
ble and organized security. 

The Stonewall horror ‘is a fearful but not 
unusual commentary on the state of legisla- 
tion respecting the safety of life. That a 
passenger could by any possibility go about 
among a combustible cargo with a naked 
candle or a lighted pipe; that the whole 
thousand-horse power of a burnmg steamer 
should be uselessly straining in its boilers, 
when a fraction of its rightly and 
instantly directed would deluge the decks 
with water; that.a whole ship’s company 
should be drowned in smooth water, within 
@ stone’s throw of shore, for the want of 
boats numerous and well-appointed enough 
to take them clear of her as fast as they 
could get over her side; that every single 
means of safety which reasonable care could 
suggest, or which known and established 
arts and inventions could supply, were either 
wanting or unused ; that évery single ap- 
pliance which “law nad provided, either 
to. prevent disaster or to check it, 
was utterly abortive; that fire and flood 
could swallow up a passenger steamer full of 
power and skill with as little hindrance as 
an encampment of Indians would offer toa 
burning prairie, or a den ofwild beasts to a 
mountain freshet, or a South American. city 
to an earthquake ;—that this 1s the net re- 
sult of all our investigations and comniis- 
sions of experts, and long-drawn reports and 


amended laws, is a worthy tribute to our 


system of legislation on technical affairs, and 
the crowning glory of our civil service ! 

If the Stonewall had been ‘filled with tin- 
der; if cotton bales had been piled round 
her furnaces; if the whole crew had been 
drunk, and playing poker by nakedtorches ; 
if there had never been a fire pump nora 
bucket on board of her; if every one of her 
boats had been stove; if life-preservers had. 
not been invented; if there had been no 
known means of escape except swimming 
ashore; if there had \been no scientific in- 
vestigations, no. mechanical inventions, 
no legislation; if the Congresamien of the

A German Republhiean Before a Demo- 
cratic Judge. 

A letter appeared recently in our columns 
from Mr. Karp, one of the Commussioners of 
Emigration, which deserves more than a 
passing attention. 

Mr. Kapp is very prienen known among 

our citizens as an historical scholar, and one 
of the most intelligent and public-spirited 
of the German Republican leaders. He had 
been offered “by the Republican, Party the 
nomination to the office of Scoretary of 
State. On thed ay before whatit was believed 
would be the day of his acceptance, he was 
suddenly summoned before a Police Justice 
of the Tombs. »This Judge is, of course, a 
Democrat, and more than this, he is or has 
been an agent of the Erie Railway Com- 
pany at the Castle Garden Depot. Some 
time previously, Mr. Kapp, in the discharge 
of his duty as Emigrant Commissioner, had 
moved for the dismission of this agent on 
the ground of an accusation of an atrocfbus 
assault and battery upon a fellow-agent. 
_ Anignorant woman, who cannot speak a 
word of English, appeared before the Judge, 
and testified that, two years since, she had 
reason ‘to think Mr. Karr had jorged a re- 
quisition on the United States Treasury, for 
bounty in her behalf, to the amount of 
$149 36! She offered not a syllable of proof- 
In any other crvilized coutitry the Judge 
would have dismissed the complaint at once, 
on the grounds that a hitherto blameless citi- 
sen was accused without any evidence, and 
that so much time had elapsed since the 
alleged offence. This worthy Democratic 
Judge, and agent of the Erie Railroad, had’ 
however, no such purpose. He adjourned the 
case for a week; and then called together 
the reporters, and is said to have urged them 
to make @ grand sengational case of it, and 
show what stuff the Republican leaders 
were. made of. Indeed, it is believed that 
the case was s0 contrived that a war- 
rant would have been issued at 5 o’clock for 
Mr. Kapr’s arrest—too late to find the Court, 
open—éo that then Mr. Karr would have 
had the satisfaction of spending a night 
in the Tombs. This ingenions plan was 
thwarted by a friend who heard of it in 
time to warn the intended victim. 

When the case finally came up, there was 
not the faintest shadow of evidence. Thevery 
reqmeition which was alleged to be forged, 
was produced by the accused from Washing- 
ton at his owt expense; and was all correct 
and legal. Even then the Judge “reserved 
his decision,” and’ no one can say what it 
would have been, but for the fact that the 
attorney for the plaintiff became at length 
adhamed-of his in the persecution, and 
‘wrote a letter to the Judge, withdrawing 
the accusation. 

If this be the’ way tho hieals patent oti

On the Central Road, about 150 miles are 
laid with and the rest with frost joints, 
The Commission declare that the whole is in 
good surface and line, and is well adapted to 
high rates of speed. The location of the 
Union Road is approved, save that the devia- 
tions from the accepted line at Prom- 
ontory aud Umtah shonld be corrected, 
and at Omaha the bridge line should be so 
built as to avoid the present heavy grade. A 
censiderable portion of the road is well bal- 
lasted with good material. Quite a large 
amount is, however, still needed, especially 
between Promontory and Ogden and in the 
Platte Valley; and, as to bridges, trestles 
and eulverts, the Commission declare that 
several of the high trestles between Blue 
Creek Station and Promontory ought to be 
filled up at once. 

Such is the pith of the elaborate report so 
long looked for. Its view is extremely favor-

Contracts im Confederate Carrency. 

Theopinion delivered by Chief Justice CHase 
in the case of THORINGTON vs. SmiTH & 
HAakTLeY, is important not only by reason of 
the special point at issue, (namely, whether 
a contract for the payment of Confederate 
notes by parties residing within the Confed- 
erate States can be enforced in United States 
Courts, and if so, on what termé,) but also 
in consequence of the general remarks of 
the Court on the political status of the Con- 
federate Government. 

Chief Justice Cuasr holds that “there are 
several degrees of what is called de facto 
Government,” of which the highest. is that 
“ whose adherents in war the Gov- 
ernment de jure do not incur the penalties of 
treason; and, under certain limitations, 
obligations assumed by itin behalf of the 
country, or otherwise, will in general be re- 
spected by the Government de jure when 

” The Court declares that the Con- 
federaté Government was sever acknowl- 
edged by the United States as a de facto Goy- 
ernment:in tifis sense, nor was it 90 ac- 


«| knowledged by.other Powers. No treaties 


were made by it, nor were any obligations 
of a national character ever created by 
it, binding after its dissolution on the States 
which it represented, or.on the National 
Government. What then was the Confed- 
erate Government? The Court makes a dis- 
tinction worth noting on this point. “It 
might, perhaps, be aptly denominated a gov- 
ernment of paramount force.” The distinctions 
of such a Government, (and there have been 
several in our own éxperience—as, for in- 
stance, that of Castine, in Maine, reduced to 
British possession in the war of 1812, and of 


Tampico, occupied by our troops during the 


Mexican war,) are, as the Court holds, as 
follows : 
“(1) That ite existence is maintained by active mili- 


ernment; and (2) that while it exists it must pecessa- 


rily be opeyed in civil matters by private citizens, who 
by acts of obedience rendered ih submission to such 
foree do not become responsible as wrongdoers for 
these acts, though not warranted by the: laws of the 
rightfdl Government.” 


The result of this view is, in brief, that 
we cannot now question the power of the 
insurgent Goverament, to the extent of ac- 
tual supremacy, however unlawfully gained, 
in all matters of government within its mil- 
itary lines. And, though that supremacy 
would not justify acts of hostility to the 
United States, how far it should excuse them’ 
“must,” we are told, “ be left to the lawful 
Ciena apes, fhe Fenn 
authority.” 

These general points of this highly impor- 
tant case we lay before our readers because 
they apply to a very large class of contracts, 
and to a very large class of considerations 
‘regarding political obligations.

‘His 
name will be one of ‘the most infamous on 
record if he really acted as several of the pas 
sengers of the Stonewall allege. 


Even the Sublime Porte is moying on the 
question of national education. The Sultan, 
during his European travels, appears to have been 
impressed with the school systems of the West- 
ern nations. He has just promulgated an edict, 
containing a scheme which, theoretically con- 
sidered, is perfect of itakind. A complete course 
of tuition will apparently occupy seventeen, or 
eighteen years, and is made to consist of five 
etages. First, there is the primary village school, 
at which attendance is to be compulsory, from 
6 to 11 years of age. Second, there follows the 
superior primary school, presenting a four years’ 
course of tuition, and one of which éach town 
of 600 houses must establish at ite own charges. 
Third, the preparatory school, where pupils are 
qualified, by a three years’ course of French, 
political economy and natural history, for admis- 
sidh @ the next grade which ranks. Fourth, as 
the Lyceum, where the general education of the 
student is completed. Professional. education is 
to be supplied to teachers by a Normal School, 
and to others’ by the University of Constantino- 
ple, which, with its three facuities of Litera- 
ture, Law and Physical Science, crowns the 
edifice. What may be the practical ‘resulte of 
this elaborate scheme to be seen; its 
mere conception is a that Turkey is not 
altogether dormant.
